The Most Worshipful Grand Master then delivered the following 
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ADDRESS. 

Brethren of the Grand Lodge : 

Another year has passed since we were in Grand Convocation assembled, a 
year of unprecedented pecuniary prosperity to a majority of the [Ep in onr 
jurisdiction. Many who have heretofore manifested a decided opposition to 
our time-honored Institution have been converted, and from opponents have 
becomeaclive working Masons. We may be permitted to indulge the hope 
that the increased attention that onr Order has obtained is due to the practi- 
cal workings of Masonry as evinced in the moral character of ita members, 
and the benefits it has dispensed in a conflict that absorbed thousands of lives, 
aud desolated some of the fairest portions of our land. 

Again, and for the ninth time, it becomes my duty to render you an account of 
my stewardshi p. At onr last annual Convocation sir charters were granted 
for new [Ep, the last of which numbered forty-four cu our rolls, and thirty- 
nine of which are active working [§], In such cases where I was unable to 
attend and constitute the new [Ep in person, I sent a proxy, and each of them 
have been regularly set at labor. 

During the year I have granted dispensations for new [Ep as follows : 

Deo. 23, 1S63, Evergreen, at Troy, Winona County. 

Dec. 23. 1863, Cannon River, Morristown. Rioe County. 

Eeb. 15, 1894, Rising Sun, St. Charles, Winona County. 

April 4, Lebanon, St. Peter, Nicollet County. 

April 12, Social. Northfield, Rioe County. 

And renewed the dispensations for Concord and Union fa J, and also that of 
Northern Light I I , removing it to the lied River settlements. Application 
for a charter will lie made by each during the present session. 

It will he remembered that some discussion was had It our last Communi- 
cation, relative to a dispensation granted by the then Deputy Grand Master. 
The committee to whom the subject was referred, recommended, for reasons 
stated, that the Grand Master he requested to issue a dispensation to the 
brethren at Northfield. Application was made and the dispensation issued. 
I visited Northfield during the Bummer, found the CP occupying a room sec- 
ond to but few in the Slate. Much taste had been displayed in the selection of 
furniture, and the collars and jewels equaled, with one exception, any in the 
State. The difficulties attending their attempted start in 1862 seem to have 
had the effect to cause a determination to leave nothing undone within their 
power to accomplish, to place them in the front rank of working [Ep in this 
jurisdiction. From the evidences presented of its usefulness, I strongly re- 
commend that a charter be issued to Social cp at Northfield. 

In my last communication totbeGrand Lodge I reported having withdrawn 
the charter of Faribault CU, No. 9, and my reasons for so doing. Among the 
papers presented to the Grand CP. at that session, was a petition for the res- 
toration of the charter, and, also, a remonstrance of two of its members 
against such action by the Grand CD- The whole matter was referred to (lie 
Committee on Grievances ; their report will be found on page 483, Proceed- 
ings for 1863. 

During the winter and spring, I received several petitions from Lbe brethren 
at Faribault; one for the restoration of the charter, others for a new I I , Ac., 
evincing an ardent desire of all the brethren, with two exceptions, to have 
mi active working CP in their midst. I visited Faribault several times, 
talked the matter over with the brethren separately aud collectively, and, 
from all the information obtained, judged that I had found the “discordant 
element , " alluded to by the Committee on Grievances. 

The third resolution of the committee authorized the Grand Master to res- 
tore the charter whenever, “ in his opinion, harmony shall have been fully 
restored.” My investigations afforded ample proof, and, io my entire satis- 
faction, that “harmony ” conld not be restored, nor the interests of Masonry 
or the CPI sustained by restoring the. charter and retaining all the members. 

It is a disputed question among Masons whether a belief in the authenticity 
of the Roly Bible is a positive pre-reqnisite to initiation, or whether the ex- 
pression of belief constitutes a Masonic offence. There is and ever must, he, 
from the nature of the Institution, a difference between the teachings and the 
requirements of Masonry.

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TUuh, while no question as to the belief in the Holy writings is asked, yet 
the youngest entered apprentice knows, that among the first teachings are, 
thnl "the Bible points out the path that leads to happiness, and is dedicated 
to God,” and that, too, “ because it is the inestimable gift of Qod to man;” 
and that it should be the rule and guide of his faith and practice. Although 
a Mason is not required, by any law of the Order to reject a candidate because 
of his unbelief in the Bible, yet 1 trust that every Mason knowing that a can- 
didate entertained such unbelief, would promptly exercise his individual pre- 
rogative and promptly reject him. 

A Master Mason entertaining such views, may not violate any written law of 
the Order, yet in giving expression to them publicly (particularly if clothed 
in no mild or unmeasured language,) he brings odium and disgrace upon the 
whole Fraternity, besides the injury done to the feelings of the brethren. 
There is such a thing as uneasiness in a CD, that destroys its harmony and 
usefulness, that cannot be reached by charges or triaL The necessity of pro- 
viding for such cases appears to have been contemplated in forming our Con- 
stitution. Title 9, Sec. 63, relative to the powers of the Grand Master, in par- 
agraph 5th, says : “ To suspend a CD, or a Brother," 

Believing that peace and harmony would be restored in Faribanlt l I. if 
the “ discordant element” was removed, and that I bad found it, 1 caused cer- 
tain of its members to be apprised that the charter would be restored to the 
balance of the members if they would withdraw. The proposition was agreed 
to, but before any action had been taken the parties changed their minds, and 
utterly refused, and that in r.o mild language. 

All the other brethren being willing to do anything required by which the 
I — i could be restored to its old standing, I concluded to try an experi- 
ment. There had recently moved into the town an old Past Master of ano- 
ther jurisdiction, a brother in whose skill, judgment and fidelity I have per- 
fect confidence. I again visited Faribault, convened the members, and, with 
their concurrence and approbation, placed the charter in his hands, author- 
izing him to work the [ZD, as my proxy, recognizing all the old members but 
two, whom I suspended from membership, with the understanding that so 
soon as it was evinced that Che experiment was a successful one, and that 
peace and harmony had been fully restored, I would order an election of 
officers. 

In consequence of my absence from the jurisdiction to so late a period, and 
as the time provided by their By-Laws was so near, I concluded it best to re- 
port the whole matter to the Grand CD before acting further. I may here 
remark, that to all appearances "peace and harmony have been fully res- 
tored,” and the CD is working well as of "yore.” 

Bro. Dearborn is present as the representative of the l I , and will report 
when required. 

On page 484, Proceedings of last session, will be found the report of the 
Committee on Grievances, in the case of Bro. A. C. Dunn, a member of the 
Blue Earth Valley CD, No. 27, who had been sentenced to suspension for one 
year, and who bad appealed from that sentence to the Grand CD- The action 
had, is detailed as above. Early in January 1 received a notice that the (ID 
had expelled Bro. Dunn, and a few days thereafter I received an appeal from 
the decision of the CD. and Raking my interference. I sent to the CD for a 
copy of the minutes of the proceedings had in the case, and also for a copy 
of the evidence. 

The grounds of appeal were, 

1st. That no copy of charges had been served on him. 

2d. That the notice of time of trial required by the Constitution, had not 
been given him. 

3d. The trial was had during his unavoidable absence from home, and of 
which the CD was apprised. 

4th. The finding was based upon ex pirte evidence ; and 

5th. If any crime had been committed, the sentence was an extraordinary 
one. 

On the receipt of the papers, I appointed a Commission as an Advisory 
Committee, consisting of Grand and Past Grand officers, to whom I referred 
the whole of the papers. Their report recommended the reversal of the ac- 
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tioa of (lie Q ns unwarranted, from the evidence presented, without refer- 
ence to the informalities ; and, also, (he suspension of the CD- 

I adopted the recommendation of the Commission, ao far as to reverse the ac- 
tion of the r~U and to restore Bro. A. C. Bunn, leaving the other question 
for the action of the Grand CD. T . 

In the matter of Charles Symonds, on page 484, Proceedings, 1863, 1 have 
nad no official notice of the action of the CD. and, of course, have not been 
called upon to act as contemplated by the resolution, 

My correspondence, os heretofore, has been very. large, amounting to sev- 
eral hundred communications. I have the satisfaction of knowing that every 
letter received has been promptly answered. Many applications have been 
made for dispensations. I have only granted them in cases where I have per- 
sonal knowledge of the applicant, and believed that it was not merely persoual 
interest or convenience that waB consulted. 

Very many applications have been made for an authorization to confer two 
and three degrees upon the same candidate, on the same Communication ot 
the CD- I have never authorized the conferring of the three degrees on oue 
candidate, upon the same meeting; but where the necessity appeared, 1 have 
gone and officiated in person, . , , 

Our Constitution makes proficiency and not time the criterion of advance- 
mew Is, A candidate must prove his proficiency, by examination in open I — I, 
before he can receive an advanced degree, and as no time is prescribed, a can- 
didate may be advanced just as soon as lie has learned Ids lesson, li t he otli- 
cevs of [ED would bear this fact in mjiid, and, also, the additional one, 
that they have power to call meetings at pleasure, it would save (hem the 
trouble of writing to the Grand Master for a dispensation when none is ie- 
< I u i red. 

In the olden lime operative Masonry, the youth, no matter as to age, was 
apprenticed until twentv-one years old, and his indentures only surrendered 
to him when that period had arrived, proficiency and ability being the objects 
sought. And none were permitted to work as craltsmen ( journeymen,) or to 
receive wngefl aa such, uni.il they had proved their right, by llie production o! 
tlioir canceled indentures. Speculative Masonry has preserved in the Ancient 
Charges, the old Jaws of the Operative, and declared them to be binding on 
the Fraternity everywhere. And, as in speculative Masonry, a csiuliuale can- 
not lie received until twenty-one years of age, so he can only be advanced 
when he lias proved that he has acquired a competent knowledge of the mys 

leries of the art. .... 

Se.vera) Grand CD Constitutions prescribe tluu parties desiring initiation 
must apply to the CD nearest their place of residence, and Masons very gen- 
erally have adopted the same idea. The question in my uund ib oi e oi expe- 
diency Bimply. Our Constitution is silent upon the subject, leaving it, as do the 
“Old Regulations,” and as is the Continental custom, optional with the appli- 
cant and the Subordinate |f=p . In fact, it is not y et, t wenty years biuou a reg- 
ulation requiring applications to lie made to the CD nearest the applicant b 

residence, was adopted. 

A Grand CD has no authority to legislate for the profane, to say where he 
shall or shall not apply for initiation ; but it is perfectly competent, for it to 
say to it3 Subordinates", you shall not receive applications other than oi those 
whose residence is nearer your i i than that of another. . . 

The theory of Masonry requires that moral character and standing in the 
community must be the basis for the.acceptanco of candidates ; any regulation 
requiring applications to be made to the nearest CCD. ie founded upon ihe pre- 
sumption that the candidate would be there best known. 

The question has incidentally come tip at several of our former sessions. I 
gave it as my opinion that g] should be allowed to receive the applicat ors 
of those who consulted their own convenience in the selection, assuming that 
candidates would be best known where it was most convenient for them to 

aP This view of the case has at all times been concurred in, and has been the 
policy in our jurisdiction. ... ... 

Suppose a case. Two [§1, A and B, located any distance apart, Mr. , 

whose residence is, perhaps, some miles nearer to A than to B, y et all his busi- 
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ness relations is in the place where B is located, he is there well known but 
Is not known to the members of A, to which CD should he apply ? Most as- 
suredly to the one where known. 

I am aware that bucIi ruling gives the [Ep in the cities and country towns 
a pecuniary advantage, and it is the duty of the Grand CD and the Grand 
Officers to do all consistent with the general good to sustain and foster voumr 
and weak [Ep. 

While our population was sparse, and the [Ep few and far apart, Lhe policy 
has worked well, and no complaints were made. But now that our [Ep have 
become so numerous— a CD in nearly every town in the State— expediency 
might lequire a regulation on the subject. 1 have called your attention to 
this subject, as during the year, (and lor the first time since I have occupied 
the position of Grand Master,) the question was formally presented. 

Two [Ep, eacl > claiming jurisdiction over a candidate, jointly presented a 
statement of the case. I decided it as 1 had heretofore done in Grand i — i. 
My decision (as has ever been the cas« in our [Ep) was anpiiesced in without 
any exhibition of dissatisfaction, and yet I surmised that one of the [Ep would 
have been better pleased with a different opinion. 

Entertaining the opinion that it ia perfectly competent for the Grand CD 
to make regulations as to the reception of applications, I recommend the sub- 
ject to your consideration. 

I have, as has been my custom in years past, visited as many [Ep as my 
health would admit. Three months of my time have beeu thus occupied the 
past year. In fact, almost my whole time, as during the past eight years, has 
been taken up with Masonic duties, and that, too, without any pecuniary con- 
sideration ; I allude to the latter because very many of the brethren have ex- 
pressed surprise when informed of the fad, they supposing that some pecuni- 
ary compensation was afforded. 

In my visitations, I notice the prevalence of a feeling of permanency among 
the [Ep not heretofore evinced. Several of the [Ep have purchased buildings, 
others have secured the right, and are putting on an additional story, thus ac- 
quiring a permanent home. This is a very happy feature, and I hope will be 
emulated by all our [Ep. Secure your own homes, and be at the mercy of no 
one. 

Those who have not been able to purchase or build, are getting the best halls 
in their respective localities, and fitting them up with the necessary furniture 
and that of better quality. 

Every i i should have a Seal. Seals are almost as necessary as Jewels or 
Deacon’s rods. It has the appearance of negligence, this affixing to an offi- 
cial doenment a note stating, “This CD has no Seal.” See to it, brethren, 
that next year it may be reported that every CD) has Jewels and a Seal. 

The Masonic Eraternity seeks not by persuasive language to induce men to 
join it; it offers no inducements to the ambitious or worldling, but it is a, vol- 
untary association seeking to do good to man. Each and every Mason has 
Baid “That lie freely and voluntarily offers himself as a candidate,” and “That 
he is prompted to do so by a sincere desire to he serviceable to his fellow men 
he voluntarily promises by the pledge of the right hand— a pledge that has 
been from the- earliest period of the world’s history, and among all nations, 
deemed a sacred token of truth and fidelity— to be governed by the laws of 
the Association. And yet, notwithstanding the sacredness of the pledge, ami 
its voluntary assumption, we are often reminded that Masons forget that they 
are Masons, and that even the law of brotherly love, which is the basis of the 
Masonic code, is violated, the sacred pledge proving but a feeble restraint, or 
none at all. 

Grand [Ep are consequently obliged to enact penal codes, and prescribe rules 
for the trial of offenders against the laws of the Association. Such rules 
should be plain, Bimple, and adapted to the comprehension of the whole Fra- 
ternity. 

The penal code, and manner of conducting trials under it, is a subject of 
great importance, and is one that requires careful consideration. 

I am, and ever have been, opposed to tinkering Constitutions; amendments 
proposed are generally offered to suit special cases, a feature m the Grand CD 
which is frequently a source of discord. 
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Fortunately for up, that rock has been avoided in this jurisdiction. Our 
BeeidoDB are necessarily short, and Bufficieut time fo not had for investigation 
during the sessions, and wo are apt to give more consideration to the parties 
proposing a measure than to the measure itself. The evidence of want of time 
is frequently furnished by reports of committees, commencing with, “Owing 
to the limited time afforded, your committee have been unable to give the 
subject the attention its importance demands,” and the very next year the sub- 
ject comes up again; it is l'onnd that a mistake hns been made, the decision in 
reversed, or an enactment repealed. All snob difficulties can he provided' 
against by allowing a committee upon aoy matter of importance to report at 
the following session. 

Experience lias proved that Title 6, of our Constitution, “ Of Trials and its 
Incidents,” requires amendments. If we must have such provisions, let us 
have the best we can get, and avail ourselves of the experience of the olden 
Grand [jgl. I therefore recommend that a committee he appointed at tbia 
session to revise Title 6 of our Constitution, to report at the next session. 

The system of work and lectures adopted at our last session, is becoming 
conformed to by the [SI, and it is hoped that the resolution will not become 
a dead letter upon our records. Our rEp have never exhibited any stubborn- 
ness or disinclination to comply with me resolutions or recommendations of 
the Grand i i . and I have no donbt such have been the means taken to dia- 
k- initiate the work and lectures, that in the course (if the present year all the 
[tp will have learned and adopted the prescribed ritual; if so, we shall pre- 
sent an anomaly to the world. 

Every Grand in the United States, and, I might say, in the world, has, 
at some period, been exercised relative to the subject of uniformity. Most of 
the Grand Masters have, at irreater or less length, alluded to the matter in 
their reports to their Grand [Ep. Unlike other fashions, this does not seem 
to wear out ; other matters may, for a time, engross attention, but only for a. 
time. It would seem that a century’s attention would have cither accom- 
plished something, or satisfied the Masonic mind of its fallacy. 

I am, and iong have been, of the opinion that perfect uniformity in lectures,, 
is unattainable ; or if it can be, it cannot he preserved if memory alone is 
depended upon. If not in a single jurisdiction, how can it he made general ‘t 
I etui perceive no particular advantage in a letter uniformity in every juris- 
diction. I cannot undersland liow it would enhance the usefulness of ilia 
Craft, or facilitate the interchange of visits, or courtesies, between the meuiliers 
of different jurisdictions. But in deference to tiie views of a very large num- 
ber of Masons, (although I think in a minority,) I would be willing (to settle 
the question) to unite iu any open, well considered plau to accomplish the 
result, I would suggest a Convention of Grand Masters, to be held at the 
same time and place with the meeting of the Grand Encampment of the 
United Staten, inviting the Grand Master of Canada. Should they agree 
upon a general system, then to present it to his Grand □ for their consider- 
ation. If such Convention was held, my idea would be: 

1st. To abandon the American lectures, (preserving the work intact,) and 
tiie adoption of the English system; or 
2d. To arrange a new system from both ; or, 

Mil. To adopt simply a catechism for the examination of visitors. 

Masons everywhere are wedded to the system of lectures first taught them ; 
not being aware of the differences in phraseology, they imagine that die 
language is everywhere the same; finding their mistake, the next proposition 
is, that the system they had learned was the correct one. 

This feeling in the Masonic mind would' he one great obstacle in the way of 
general uniformity. As of individuals, so, too, of Grand [Ep, each claims 
that their system is the best, and probably no system in use by any of the 
American Grand [Ep would be acceptable to each of the others. Uniformity, 
then, can only bs attained by compromise, and with that idea the Hemming 
Lectures, with some slight modifications, preBentB the best Bystem. I remark 
again, that while I believe perfect unifoimity to be Utopian, yet I am willing 
to unite in any open movement, one that may be known to all the Craft, hav- 
ing that single object in view. 

I was applied to by members of each of the regimeDls first formed in thia 
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Slate, for a dispensation for what is termed a Military CH- I gave the 
matter a careful consideration, and became fully satisfied that tho benefits of 
such iSI would not be at all commensurate with the evils resulting. Desiring 
to gruffly the brethren, yet my sense of duty to the whole Draft forbid the 
exerciBe of the power. Many of the brethren went away entertaining hard 
feelings towards we, hut each and every one after witnessing the operation of 
such [HI, in Kentucky, Tennessee, Ac., commended my notion, aud have taken 
especial pains, by letter and otherwise, to inform me of the fact. As an illus- 
tration of the workings of some of suoh [§1, 1 have it in writing from several 
brethren, that in several instances petitions were presented, acted upon, anil 
the three degrees conferred on the same evening— that degrees were conferred 
with reference to the jurisdiction from whence the candidates hailed— that 
citizens of Kentucky, Tennessee, &o., residents in the vicinity of the camp 
were made— that as many as eight candidates were initiated the one and the 
wiine evening-and that the funds collected were used in having a good 
time” afterwards. Connected with these facts came tlie information, that 
parties from this jurisdiction were about making application for initiation. 

1 immediately wrote to the Grand Master who had granted the dispensa- 
tion, but received ro reply. I also took measures to have the membersof 
Minnesota regiments notified that none of them receiving degrees m such ^J, 
without the permission or concurrence of their home CZ1 having jurisdiction, 
would be recognized as Masons in this jurisdiction. 

During the past year I received the information that several parties lrora 
this State had been made, notwithstanding my notice. 1 at once wrote to the 
present Grand Master of Illinois, and promptly received au answer that it 
would lie attended to; since that time I have heard no complaints. Some of 
the parties thus made, had been rejected in home fEp. . 

The facilities for obtaining the degrees at home, are amply snthcient, and 
iu no instance has a worthy candidate, who really wanted to learn, been 
obliged to leave the State half made, in consequence or the stringency of our 

The Grand rfED of Iowa and Wisconsin, each at their late sessions, took 
action on this subject, matters were reported to each which indicated, it pos- 
sible. a more nnmasonic course than that which I have detailed. I portion- 
Jarly commend to yon the report of M.\ W.*. X. B. Alden to the Gr.\ L. .of 
Wisconsin, and the action of that G.\ L.\ I presume that, our Committee 
on Foreign Correspondence will notice the matter. 

But w« may reasonably hope that our National diluculties are ho nearly 
terminated that no new applications will be made in behalf ol new regiments 

in the field. , . , . , , ., . 

I am Dot aware of any other matter requiring legislation atthiR session. 
Nothing has occurred to mar the peace and harmony of the rgJ; increased 
interest j fl evinced to become not only proficient in the work and lectures, 
conversant with the jurisdiction of the Order, but well versed in its symbol- 
ism, traditions and history. Aud to these latter it has lieeu my especial aim 
to draw the attention of the brethren, It has sometimes been said that I am 
not a good ritualist, because I have not confined myself to any particular 
sectional ritual iu tlie conferring or explanation of degrees. 

I h a ge heard recited, perluipB, every ritual in use, but at a very early period 
of my Masonic life I became convinced that none of them were of suthcient 
importance to exclude from study the science of Masonry ; nay, that the sci- 
ence, the symbolism, the religion or Masonry, covered up by allegories, were 
of far more importance than the words of modern rituals, and lienee, while 
sustaining and inculcating the ritual of our own jurisdiction, my endeavor 
lias been to make thinking Masous, to implant within them a spirit ol inves- 
tigation, and as every ceremony and practice must be sustained by a good and 
sufficient reason, to induce the brethren to examine for that reason themselves, 
and not to adopt and iuculcate theories, because some distinguished individual 
savs so or so, or because it is found printed in some monitor or hand-book. 

The old adage, “ that anything worth doing at all is worth doing well, 
is applicable to our Institution. To be proficient in the various means or 
methods of recognition is not all there is to Masonry ; the Institution affords 
matter for the study of a lifetime. 
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A legend is recited as having ocourred at Jerusalem ; investigation proves 
that a similar legend was brought to Jerusalem by the Temple-builders ; far- 
ther investigation proves that it came to the Temple-builders from Greece 
and Rome— pursuing the investigation, it is found that a similar legend was 
the basis of the mysteries of the Ancient Egyptians, who obtained it from 
India, where it had spread from the plains of Shinar, thus tracing it up 
through ages to the antediluvian world. It is found that in every nation the 
world over, in every age, a similar legend was recited to the initiates. Such 
u traditional legend could not have obtained such universality, unless it had 
some great primitive starting point when the world was new— in its infancy. 

The universal esoteric explanation of the legend was immortality and 
resurrection, which dogmas were taught nowhere else. 

Pmsuing the subject, the Masonic investigator becomes convinced, which 
conviction amounts to almost a certainty, that Masonry was the original 
religion of man. That veiled in allegory, and illustrated by symbols, he 
finds the story of the fall of man, his expulsion from Paradise in consequence 
of his sin, and the death of Abel ; the enunciation of immortality and resur- 
rection, and the necessity of mediation and regeneration. 

Brethren, in these last words I have summed up my theory of the original 
design of our institution, and contains the reasons of my desire and endeav- 
ors to excite a spirit of investigation. As this spirit becomes prevalent, 
Masons will have a higher veneration for the Order — will practice and be 
governed by its teachings— and will ennoble it in the estimation of the vir- 
tuous and the good. 

Bro. A. C. Smith moved the address be referred to a select com- 
mittee of three, which motion prevailed, and Bros. A. C. Smith, 
W. J. Wilkins, and Freeman James were appointed such com- 
mittee. 

The committee subsequently reported the following resolution, 
which was adopted :

Your committee, believing from the matters thus bronglit before them, 
that the interests of the Craft require men of more experience and a better 
knowledge of Masonic law and usages, and more deeply imbued with the 
objects of the Order, than have been evidenced by the transactions of Blue 
Earth Valley CD. »s brought before this Grand l l . beg leave to submit 
the following resolutions : 

Grand Master in reversing the 
sontcnce of Blue Earth Valley CD No- 27. expelling Bro. A. 0. Dunn for 
unmasonic conduct, and in restoring Bro, Dunn.be and the same is hereby 
approved.

The Grand Secretary reported the amount of money in his hands, 
and in consequence of the continued absence of the Grand Treasurer, 
asked the appointment of a committee to examine the Secretary 
and Treasurer’s books during the recess of this Grand CU. It was 
accordingly ordered, that the Grand Secretary and Treasurer elect 
be such committee, and report at the next Annual Communication. 

The Grand □ was called to refreshment for one hour, at the 
expiration of which, labor was resumed. 

Bro. M. "W. Getcbell presented the following communication, 
which, on motion of Bro. Hubbell, was ordered to be spread upon 
the records and printed with the Proceedings of this Grand I I . 
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To the M.\ W.‘. Grand □ of Minnesota : 

Brethren : — I deem it proper, considering the circumstances of the case, 
that, a report shotild bo made to this Grand i I ot the death and burial ol 
Brother Charles P. dark, who died al Port Rice, D. T., on the 8th of July 
last. Brother Clark was with the North Western Indian Expedition, 
traveling for his health. When he became conscious that he was fast ap- 
proaching that “country from whose bourn no traveler returns,’ 1 and that 
iuslead of restored vigor a grave would mark the terminus of his western 
1 'ourney, he expressed the wish that the place of his rest might be hallow- 
ed by the performance of our solemn burial service. Well known to many 
ol us as a Mason, it whs deemed right and proper to accede to this request ; 
and accordingly, when soon after we were called upon to follow his re- 
mains to the “ narrow house,” a CD of Emergency, over which 1 was 
called upon to preside, was convened, and on the bill day of July, 1864, 
the body of Brother Charles P. Clark was consigned to mother earth with 
due Masonic ceremony, seventy-eight Masons being present. 

I mnv liere add, that Bro. Clark was the first white man that, died at 
Port Rice, and that his was the second Masonic burial in that Western 
wild — 13 io. p. II. Beaver, a volunteer aid on the Staff of Brig. Gen. Sibley, 
killed in the engagement with the Indians near Camp Slaughter, in 1803, 
having been buried in dne Masonic form.

W. Prescott, and prefaced the installa- 
tion ceremonies with the observation, that it was the first instance 
on record, where the Grand Master could say in installing his suc- 
cessor in office, that he had presided at his initiation ; had conferred 
upon him all his degrees and orders ; and had installed him Master 
of his CH ; Grand Secretary of the Grand □ ; High Priest of his 
Chapter ; Grand Secretary of the Grand Chapter ; Grand High 
Priest of the State, and was then about to invest him with a jewel 
indicative of a still higher position, that of Grand Master of Masons, 
which was the case in this instance. 

M.-. W.-. Geo. W. Prescott was then conducted to the East and 
saluted as the Grand Master of Masons for the State of Minnesota, 
with Grand Honors. 

Pierson pro 
ceeded to install

The Grand Master then installed
